Free of Mental Ills. 


Neither Leopold nor Loeb is afflicted | 
with any mental disease, the state’s ex- 

perts declare. Neither one can be prop- 
erly called the “ master mind.” Loeb is 
more emotiona! and his emotions run 

deeper. The two are not victims of 
“ folie & deux,”’ or insanity of two. 

On the right hand side of Judge 
Caverly’s courtroom, every day now, 
sit two gray haired men, one tall and 

thin, one shorter and stouter, with a 
white, close clipped mustache. 

On the left hand side of the room 

sits a heavy faced man with iron gray 

bair and black. eyebrows. 

On the bench sits a fourth gray 

haired man in black robes. 

The men on the right; among the 

forces of the state's attorney's office, 

are Dr. William O. Krohn and Dr. Har- 

old Douglas Singer. The man on the 

left, near Attorney Clarence Darrow, 

chief of counsel for the defense, is Dr. 

James Whitney Hall. 

Judge to Bridge Gap. 
Between the right and left is a dif- 
ference of opinion as wide as the gap 
of space. In the middle of the gap sit 
Nathan Leopold and Richard Loeb. 
They face the figure on the bench, 
Judge John R. Caverly. 

It is the figure on the bench who 
must bridge the gap. 

Loeb has no emotions, say the alien- 
ists for the defense. ‘“‘ Hasn’t he?’ re- 
mark Drs. Krohn and Singer, and they 
revert to Saturday, May 31, the day 
afte? the two slayers confessed. 

Loeb was saying, “ Leopold did it.” 
Leopold, “ Loeb did it.”” They were put- 
ting the blame of the actual blows 
that killed Robert Franks on the other 
fellow. 

Loeb’s anger, say the alienists for 
the state, as he accused Nathan of 
passing the burden to him, leaves no 
doubt about his emotions. 

Picture both of the boys as though 
they were about to strike the blows. 
Nathan cannot look ferocious. He 
only sneers a little more. But Loeb? 
His face can become terrifying. 


Loeb Broke Down. 


Loeb broke down when he confessed. 
When he called his mother on the 
phone to tell her of his predicament, 
prosecutors and policemen, used to the 
harrowing, were t with pity. 

** Loeb most certainly has emotions,” 
says Dr. Krohn, “and emotions that 
run deep.” 

“If ever both boys were sincere 
they were then,’ supplements Dr. 
Singer, controverting the defense 
alienists’ claim that Loeb was feigning. 

Perhaps, suggests the state’s ex- 
perts, the feigning has come afterward 
at about the time the defense physi- 
cians visited the jail. 

Leopold is certainly not a victim of 
autoism, say the doctors. An auto- 
istic person, they say, lives within 
himself, is unconscious of what goes 
on about him, and they point to the 
very evident, often smiling interest 
which Leopold takes in the daily pfo. 
ceedings in court. 

Neither One Sugegestible. 

As for the question of the master 
mind, Drs. Singer and Krohn hesitate 
to put their finger on one slayer or 
the other and call him so. 

‘‘On the contrary, they were always 
arguing and bickering,” they declare. 
“ Neither one is suggestible.”’ 

They have not lived closely enough 
together to be victims of “folie a 
deux.” This form of insanity occurs 
most frequently between husband and 
wife. It commonly is found in two 
‘people who spend nearly every hour 
in each other’s company. 

Legally, the alienists for the state 
have the advantage over their broth- 
ers of the defense. Not only can they 
base their opinion on the several hours 
during which they observed the boys 
in the state’s attorney's office, the sev- 
eral Gays during the hearing, but they 
can also use facts collected and testi- 
fied to by the defense alienists as basis 
for their own opinion, even though it 
be contrary. 

Test Not Yet Positive. 


The defense makes much over the 
tests for basal metabolism, which 
they found in Leopold and Loeb to be 
subnormal. The state declares this 
test cannot yet be interpreted with 
ecientific accuracy. 

Finally, it may be that the studied 
courtesy of Mr. Leopold—not Mr. Loeb 
especially—may be the clinching argu- 
ment for the state’s point of view. 

It was “ Pardon me” and “ Do take 
this chair” from Leopold as he was 
questioned during those first days of 
custody. Now his politeness counts 
against hirn. Drs. Krohn and Singer

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


John Steéle closeé his report of the London 
conference in Friday’s Tripune with the statement 
that Premier Herriot of France, in consultation 
with T. W. Lamont of Morgan & Co., had been 
told that the French decisions involved much more 
than the $200,000,000 Joan to Germany. That, he 
was told, was relatively insignificant. 

“American politicians and financiers,” Mr. 
Steele reported, “are much more interested in the 
eventual fate of the European debts to America 
and the stabilization of European conditions. It 
was indicated to M. Herriot that if France satis- 
fied the American bankers and would not do any- 
thing to upset European financial conditions in the 
future, a much more advantageous arrangement 
might be made about the French debt to America 
and the problem of security might also be dealt 
with.” | 

Secretary Hughes of the estate department and 
Secretary Mellon of the treasury department are 
both in Europe, both unofficially but nevertheless 
there. With or without cause, their presence gives 
color of authority to the financial diplomacy which 
is America’s contribution to the conference. Mr. 
Lamont for Morgan & Co. seems to be discussing 
gome momentous questions with the French pre- 
mier and to be giving assurances with a confidence 
which may impress the French as having govern- 
ment sanction. 

It was Mr. Wilson’s plan to underwrite French 
security in alliance with Great Britain. The plan

The 
men were riding in an interurban car be- 
tween Washington and Mount Vernon, 
and the statement was excited by the 
vegetation—some dense woods through 
which the car was passing. The theory 
is narrow and egotistic. Although old 
and widely accepted and although it has 
been the basis of research for centuries, 
there is very little proven evidence to 
support it. If nature has a panacea for 
human ills and a prevention of every hu- 
man ill, a universal remedy—that potent 
draft is sunlight. 

Right now we know that sunlight will 
cure as well as prevent rickets; will both 
cure and prevent tuberculosis ‘in man 
and beast; will cure some cases of can- 
cer; will heal old ulcers that other meas- 
ures will not heal; will cure some skin 
conditions, and will favorably influence 
the thyroid gland.

It has the power to build up simple, 
chemical compounds into the red coloring 
matter of the blood ; into the green color- 
ing matter of plants and into the various 
ferments, vitamines and organic chem- 
icals found in them. 

The power to analyze or to change 
higher compounds into lower ones is com- 
mon, but there are only a few agencies 
that can build simpler compounds into 
higher ones. That, light can do.

For the first time in several sea- 
sons of local dirt track auto racing, 
heavy cars are favored to win in com- 
petition with light cars. At Roby 
speedway tomorrow, the entrants with 
cars measuring over 200 cubic inches 
look to be better than their flivver 
competitors for the Sheldon Clark tro- 
phy in the twenty mile open race.

If a boy on the other side caught the 
ball, he, with the whole team, rushed 
around the end of the house and en- 
deavored to hit one of the other side with 
the ball. Any kid hit went over to the 
other team. 

When the kids whose team threw the 
ball saw the others coming, their object 
was to run around to the other side, 
where they were immune, without being 
hit. They had to be hit on their own 
side of the house or it didn’t count. 
The side which caught the ball -con- 
cealed the kid with the ball, who 
could come around either end, so his 
rivals did not know ufitil he threw who 
had the ball. Often they came around 
beth ends to confuse their opponents. 

In case the ball was not caught, the 
teams did not change sides of the house, 
but every time the ball was caught they 
did. The game was won when all the 
kids were playing on one side. I never 
saw that happy consummation, for the 
school bell always rang too soon.

The farmers’ organization working 
through the American Farm Bureau 
federation has closed its deal for the 
taking,over @6@ the business of the four 
big organizations at Chicago and one 
at Kansas City. It is expected to be 
in shape to commence business within 
& week or two with headquarters at 
208 South La Salle street. 

Financing has been arranged and 
the new grain marketing company 
with its $26,000,000 capital under the 
guidance of the most experienced men 
in the grain trade is to be the largest 
grain organization in the world. 

Will Have Huge Capacity. 

It will have- elevator capacity, 
through its fifteen elevators here and 
a string in the country as well as 
houses at leading markets, for around 
50,000,000 bushels. It is to buy and 
sell grain for farmers’ organizations 
or any one in the grain trade, espe- 
cially for the farmers. Trading in 
grain futures is to be conducted the 
same as at present only that there is 
to be one organization instead of five. 
It is regarded as a good thing by the 
grain trade and for the farmers, so 
the leading men who have organized 
the five companies say. 

Gray Silyer, Washington represen- 
tative of the American Farm Bureau 
federation, is president of the new 
grain marketing company. Harry L. 
Kee of Wathill, Neb., is vice president; 
G. N. Dyer of Spencer, Ia., second vice 
president, and John W. Cloverdale of 
Ames, Ia., is to be secretary-treasurer. 
Millard R.. Myers of Chicago is to be 
chairman of-the board of cirectors. 
The directors after being in session 
most of the week are to meet again 
next week. , 


Some Have High Salaried Jobs. 


George E. Marcy, president of the 
Armour “Grain company, and E. F. 
Rosenbaum, president of the J. Rosen- 
baum Grain corporation, are to be the 
heads of the operating forces and are 
to work on a salary. They are to be 
assisted by E. W. McDougal and John 
Kellogg of the Armour forces, F. F. 
Austrain of Rosenbaum Bros., John J. 
Stream of J. C. Shaffer & Co., and 
George Davis. of Davis-Nolan-Merrill 
Grain company of Kansas City. 

The companies with their working 
forces to be taken over are the Armour 
Grain company, J. Rosenbaum Grain 
corporation, Rosenbaum Bros., J. C.

Should the proposition of the 
leading grain men at Minneapolis and 
Duluth to sell their business to the 
farmers: be accepted there would be 
storage capacity at Duluth, ji lnnea po- 
lis and at-country elevators for more 
than 75,000,000 bushels of grain and 
farmers would have contro: of the 
grain trade of the country.

MERGER AS GATE 
TO ARIZONA LAND 


Los Angeles,.Cal., July 25.—Construc- 
tion on 300 miles of railroad will be- 
gin immediately in Arizona, opening 
up 750,000 acres of land in that state, 
if the proposed Southern Pacific, El 
Paso, and Southwestern merger is ap- 
proved, according te William 5S. 
Sproule, president of the former road, 
who today addressed 290 representa- 
tives of communities and interests in 
Texas, Arizona, and Southern Cali- 
fornia, who met here today at the 
eall of.the Los Angeles chamber of 
commerce. 

Mr. Sproule declared that if the 
merger is approved by the interstate 
commerce commission the Southern 
Pacific would commence immediate 
construction of approximately 300 
miles of road from Pichaco, Ariz., to 
Chandler, Ariz., and to Dome. 

The Southern Pacific would also 
take over the stock of the El Paso and 
Southwestern and issue in its stead 50 
per cent of .hat stock's value in South- 
ern Pacific stock and the balance in 
collateral trust funds.

“There is Confusion,” a novel by 
Jessie Redmon Fauset, is of more than 
the usual interest which a first novel 
inspires in a reader, for Miss Fauset 
is a Negress and the story is a serious 
reccrd of the lives of a group of the 
educated, ambitious members vf her 
race. As a first novel it is as good 
as the average. It is neither brilliant 
nor dull. It is badly construcied, the 
motivations seem aittle strained, the 
heroine's rise to fame is, tike the rise 
of most first heroines, more flightly 
than convincing, but the faults of 


than the faults of most first novels, 
and Miss Fauset tells an interesting 
story. 

That her characters are always 
shadowed by the fact of their color is 
the most memorable impression one 
gains from the book—that, and the fact 
that they have a rounded, fui! life of 
their own and that that life, aside from 
the mechanical devices of restaurants 
where they may not eat, raralleis the 
life of the white families wnich occupy 
similar social positions to their own.

He believes 
that ciose friendship between England 
and France may save Europe from de- 
struction, but he fears that western 
civilization may be threatened, if not 
destroyed, by the ambitions of Japan 
and by the increasing solidarity of the 
Moslem peoples. The French philoso- 
pher is by no means a cheerful person, 
but he writes reasonably and as one 
having authority.

Sir Arthur Quiller-Couch has assisted 
in editing two volumes of extracts from 
the Bible published by’ the Cambridge 
University press particularly for chil- 
dren. Itis unfortunately true that the

Canada of 225,000,000 bushels, or half of 
last year’s total. That this may be taken 
as a reliable estimate is borne out by the 
fact that at a meeting here today of rail- 
way and government officials to arrange 
for harvesters it was unanimously de- 
cided that only 37,000 men would be 
necessary instead of the 76,000 the rail- 
ways brought in last year. 

It is the general opinion of agricultural 
experts here that, even if rain falls plen- 
tifully during the next two weeks, this 
figure of 225,000,000 bushels will not be 
materially exceeded. These same experts 
do not fear a serious outbreak of rust 
in Manitoba. While admitting thatthe 
damp weather is favorable to riist 
spreading, they say the crop is too far 
ahead to be seriously affected.
